| The President Using His Most Potent Efforts To-Kill the Inde- 


pendence Recognition, 


SHS THAT RECOGHITION ALONE BELONGS TO EXECUTIVE 


Members of the Administration Party Are Having a Hard Time Keeping 
Some of the Free Thinkers in Line, and Belief Is Gaining Ground 
That if Action Is Deferred a Few Days War Will Be 
Averted—Final Struggle Will Be Made To- 
day When the House Convenes.

Washington, April 17.—(Special.)—The 
final shaping up of this country’s reasons 
for war with Spain will be completed early 
this week. Every day’s passing brings the 
country just twenty-four hours nearer war, 
for that is the inevitable end. 


There is no longer any question of 
war or peace—it is a question of when 
shall we get to fighting and how 
shall we announce our purpose to the 
world. 

At 10 o’clock tomorrow the house will 
resume the consideration of the Cuban 
question. What the outcome of this consid- 
eration will be, is impossfble tonight to 
say with any degree of definiteness. As 
the question comes to the house, the reso- 
lution passed on last Wednesday has been 
amended, so that nothing is left but the 
title and the enacting clause. All the rest 
is new matter, and it is hardly necessary 
to add that while on the same general sub- 
ject the new matter differs very material- 
ly from that placed in the original resolu- 
tion. ¢ 

In the house a motion will be made by the 
chairman of foreign relations committee 
to non-concur in the senate amendment 
and the vote upon that motion will be the 
yeal test, for in the defeat of that motion 
ies the only hope for the direct recogni- 
tion of the republic of Cuba. 

The democrats will vote solidly in 
favor of concurring in the senate 
amendment, and if enough republicans 
can be found to join them, the recog- 
nition of the Cuban republic will have 
been become an accomplished fact. 

If however, the house votes to non-con- 
cur in the senate amendment, the natural 
result will be a conference, and perhaps a 
series of conferences. Just what shape the 
final action of congress will be as a result 
of such conferences is purely «a matter of 
speculation. There is at this crisis more at 
stake than the existence of the present 
Cuban government. If that was the only 
thing, there would be no question that rec- 
ognition would carry. > 

But the republican party of this 
country is hanging on the edge of 
what some of its leaders declare is a 
bottomless pit. 

All the recognized leaders of the party 
realize its desperate position. In order to 
Save the party the leaders, from the pres- 
ident down, are busily engaged now in 
painting pessimistic pictures of the party’s 
future should the republicans of the house 


- join with the democrats, and indorse the 


action of the senate, which, by a vote of 
67 to 21, has repudiated the republican pres- 
ident. 

Since the Cuban crisis has been on, Sun- 
day has almost invariably been a day of 
important conferences and usually of im- 
portant developments. But of all Sundays 
this has been the greatest number of con- 
ferences, and the greatest political activity. 

The administration is exerting every 
influence in its power to force the re- 
publicans of the house to present a 
solii front against the senate resolu- 
tions. 

There have been conferences at the white 
house, and at the homes of leading repub- 
licans, all day there has been a hurrying 
of emissaries from these centers, of counsel 
to the lesser members of the party not in- 
vited to the conferences; every republican 
member has been sounded, and those whose 
action is doubtful are having pressure 
forced upon them from all sides. 


.., stand by the house action,’’ is the cry; 
‘do not repudiate your president; if you 
do that the party is sure to be defeated, 
not only this year, but in the next presi- 
dential election.’’ 

“You may accept anything short of rec- 
Cgnition of the republic,’’ is the shibboleth 
Of the party leaders.’’, 


In response to these demands, and to the 
fair promises that are being held out by 
those who have all the time been playing 
the Spanish end the house republicans are 
reasonably certain to present a solid front 
against the senate resolution. When the 
matter was before the house on Wednes- 
day recognition received 150 votes. It would 
require but 22 or 23 republican votes to 
convert that minority into a majority of the 
house. 

There are more than enough repub- 
licans who are anxious to vote for 
recognition to bring about this change 
and some of them are declaring very 
vociferously tonight their intention of 
joining with the democrats, but in 
view of the records of these gentlemen 
and of the ease with which they have 
allowed themselves to be pulated 


by the party leaders in the past, it is © 


reasonably certain that they will be 
whipped into line when this first test 
comes tomorrow. 


This work of driving the house republt- 
cans to do the bidding of the president and 
of those leaders who were for Spain as 
long as they could be, who next were for 
peace, who were after that for giving the 
president full power to do as he chose, and 
who at last have lined themselves up as 


favoring anything except recognition—this | 


work has been going on with great vigor, 
not only today, but every 
day, when the republican leaders of the 
senate began to realize that the recognition 
provision would be adopted. 

It was solely for this purpose that Mr. 
DeLome's dear friend. Hale of Maine. made 
the remarkable speech which he did on the 
final vote last night. 

His speech was a threat from the 


president and a threat from the speak- | 


er of the house. 

It could be construed in no other way. 
He meant it to be so construed when he de- 
clared that the passage of the senate reso- 


lution would bring the senate into a dead- |

Aside from this, the chief feature of his 
speech—and it is one which has been twidely 
commented on toftay—was his declaration 
that all of this movement in favor of recog- 
nition was dictated by William J. Bryan. 
That was a cheap piece of politics. The 
man who made the utterance knew that it 
could have no effect upon the action of the 
senate. To have said it with a view to 
affecting the republicans of_the house was 
an tnsult to the intelligence of those men 
who know that recognition has all the 
time been the corner stone of the demo- 
cratic policy and that Bryan’s presence 
here was not at all necessary to the up- 
building of the recognition sentiment. The 
Bryan bugaboo is being vigorously used 
by republicans as an argument with which 
to keep the doubtful republicans of the 
house in line. 


Hale was so anxious to serve Spain and 
to save the president from the humiliation 
of further repudiation that he was not able 
to see at the time any farther than the 
immediate effect a declaration might have 
upon republicans who could be charged by 
their comrades as following the lead of 
Bryan. Other~republicans, however, saw 
what a bad political break it was and they 
have not hesitated to say so. A lerding 
republican senator from a middle western 
state, in criticising Hale tonight, said: 

His declaration means, If it means 
anything, that Bryan, who is out of 

Office, has more gifluence with congress 

than McKinley, with the full backing of 

his administration. I cannot imagine a 

more dangerous declaration, from a po- 

litical standpoint,*to have come from 
any man pretending to be a republican. 

It is an insult to those republican sen- 

ators who voted for recognition, and it 

is an insult to the intelligence of the re- 
publicans of the house to presume that 


they will be infiuenced by any such 
declaration. 


The story from Madrid which declares 
that in case the senate were to adopt the 
house resolutions Spain would not regard 
it as an unfriendly act and would not recall 
her minister, indorses fully all that has 
been urged by the democrats against that 
house resolution.

Assistant Secretary of Navy Will Join 
the Army To Fight Spain. 

Washington, April 17.—Hon. ‘Theodore 
Roosevelt probably will resign his office 
as assistant secretary of the navy in case 
of hostilities with Spain, to accept a com- 
mission for active service in the army. 

Nothing definite has yet been decided 
upon as to what assignment he will accept, 
but it is believed that he would prefer 
to serve with the New York state troops. 

From the beginning of the present diffi- 
culties with Spain Mr. Roosevelt has been 
prominent among those who believe that 
was is the only solution of the problem, 
and since the disaster to the Maine his ad- 
vice to the president and the members 
of the cabinet has untformly been for im- 
mediate action against the Spaniards with 
the full power of the army and navy. He 
has never doubted that the Spaniards were 
responsible for the wreck of the Maine, 
and believes that act fully justifies an im- 
mediate declaration of war.

ST. PAUL REACHES CRAMP YARD 


American Liner Will Soon Be Convert- 
ed Into an Auxiliary Cruiser. 

Philadelphia, Aprfl 17.—The American 
line steamer, St. Paul, will reach Cramp’s 
ship yard tomorrow, and on Tuesday morn- 
ing the work of transporting her into an 
auxiliary cruiser will begin. 

It is estimeted that this work will require 
about fifteen days and will amount to an 
almost entire reconstructicn_of her in- 
terior. Her armament will consist of two 
six-inch and ten five-inch rapid fire guns 
and twelve three-pcunders. Frem present 
indications there - be no armor placed 
on the vessel. The same general plans, it 
is believed, will be foilowed in the al- 
teration of the St. Louis, New York and 
Paris.

SENOR POLO CHARTERS STEAMER 


Spanish Minister Will Send Recruits 
from Florida to Cuba. 
Warhington. Apri! 17.~T’1e Spanish min- 
ister, Senor Polo, today closed a charter for 
a Plant line steamer which will carry prac- 
tically the entire Spanish coiony of Tam- 
pa, Fla., to Havana tomorrow. They will 
number 48, mostly young men who have 
offered their services in the Spanish army 
in case of war, with some women and 
children. It is said that the hostility to 
Spanish residents in that locality has be- 
come marked of late. The consul and 
vice consul, with two assistannts, will re- 

main at Tampa. 

The Spanish minister had a comparative 
quiet Sunday. He received a number of 
dispatches from Madrid, but they devel- 


oped no new phases of the question and 
did not bear out the reports that Spain 
would seek the good offices of the United 
States in case the house resolutions be- 
comes a law. No official information has 
been received here as to the reported ne- 
gotiations with General Gomez toward his 
_ surrender, although there is no disposi- 
tion to discredit the report. 

At the embassies and legations repre- 
senting the six great powers of Europe 
the unusual actj/vity of the last three 
weeks was noticeably relaxed and it has 
now come to be accepted in these quar- 
ters that there will be no action, ceftainiy 
none of a radical character, toward me- 
diation or intervention between Spain and 
the United States. 

While the recent exchange of notes was 
in progress some embassy offices here 
were open nightly until 3 a. m. receiving 
and sending cipher dispatches in connec- 
tion with the effort of the powers to get 
together. This proved unavailing, how- 
ever, as one of the best posted members of 
the diplomatic corps stated tonight:

DON’T STOP PURCHASE OF COAL. 


Spain and United States Can Buy Fuel 
at the West Indies. 

Washington, April 17.—The action of Great 
Britain in declaring coal to be a contraband 
of war, as reported from Jamaica, is said 
to have a significance different from that 
attached to it in the dispatches. 

As explained in a high diplomatic quarter, 
euch an order would not prevent a vessel 
of either Spain or the United States from 
taking coal at Kingston or any other port 
in the West Indies. Even when this article 
is contraband, it is said to be usual to per- 
mit a vessel of a belligerent power to take 
aboard sufficient coal to carry her to the 
next port. 

Once out of the port, however, the vessel 
takes her chances with her contraband 
cargo, and it is laible to seizure as contra- 
band of war while en route to a port of the 
belligerent power. 

Applying this rule to the present case, 
it is said that if a Spanish ship went to 
Kingston for coal she would be able to 
carry a supply sufficient to carry her to 
Porto Rico or Cuba. When once away 
from Kingston, however, the’vessel and her 
cargo would be subject to seizure by 
United States ships. 

The same rule would apply, it is said, 
in case a ship of Great Britain or any other 
country was engaged in carrying such aw 
contraband article. The flag would’*protect 
the ship as a whole, but it would not pro- 
tect the contraband article on board the 
ship being subject to search and to seiz- 
ure of the contraband article. The rule 
would apply equally, it is said, to ships 


taking coal in Kingston for the use of | 


United States naval vessels. 

In effect, however, the rule would be ap- 
plicable mainly to Spain, as the United 
States naval vessels need not go to British 
West Indies for their coal supplies, where- 
as Spanish vessels would rely upon this 
as well as other West Indian ports for such 
supplies. 


OLD MONITORS READY FOR SEA. 


Montauk and Lehigh Will Be Turned 
Over to Naval Militia. 

Philadelphia, April 17.—The old monitors 
Montauk and Lehigh, which have been as- 
signed respectively to Portland, Me., and 
Boston, will go into commission tomorrow. 
The Catskill will sail for Boston on Tues- 
day. 

The full crews for the Montauk and Le- 
high, have not as yetreached League island, 
but skeleton crews of naval reserves are 
aboard.

The demonstrators then pa- 
raded along the Calle de Larses, the moét 
frequented street in Malaga, and, accom- 
panied by ‘a very large crowd, reassem- 
bled in the Plaza de La Constitucion. 
The civil governor and mayor of the town 
hastened to the spot to calm the people 


and were received with loud cheers, but

Grain Elevator at Hoosac Tunnel Is

DESCRIPTION OF THE NEW TERROR

Fhiladelphia, April 17.—It was 
here today that May 18th has been fixed as 
the date for the launching of the United 
States battleship Alabama, in course of 
construction at Cramp’s shipyard. Miss 
Morgan, daughter of United States Senator 
Morgan, will, it is said, christen the ship, 
named in honor of her native state. 

The Alabamu will be the first in the wa- 
ter of the three big battleships contracted 
for in October, 1896. The other two, the 
Wisconsin and IMlnois, are being built re- 
spectively at San Francisco and Newport 
News. All three are identically alike. 

The Alabama's kee) was laid in Novem- 
ber, 1896, and work on her has been consid- 
erably delayed because of the complication 
that arose over the question of the price 
ithe government should pay for armor 
plate.

Attention has been called recently to the 
prominent position taken by.some residents 
of Maine in public affairs at present, par- 
ticular montion being made of Mr, Reed 
the speaker of the house of representatives;

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THE PASSAIC IS IN COMMISSION | 


Will Be Manned by the Best Young 
Men of Brunswick. 


COMMANDING THE RIVER GHANNELS 


Two Forces of Men at Work Day and 
Night Getting the Defenses 


Brunswick, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—War 
talk and war movements have been sizzling 
hot here today, and al! Brunswick fs on the 
move preparing for the first shots, and to 
resist Spanish invasion. 

Early this morning boats began running 
to St. Simon's tsland carrying material for 
the construction of an immense hattery of 
¢hree ten-inch and four ‘six-inch guns. 
Your correspondent spent three hours on 
the works this afternoon, and found the 
most active preparations in force. Engineer 
Cooper has two shifts of fifty men each. 
They “work day and night, and Sundays 
included, The main battery. @onsisting of 
the three ten-inch and two six-inch mins, 
ts locatMd 200 yards below the ocean pier 
on the King City site. An auxiliary bat- 
tery of two six-!nch guns {s located on 
Oglethorne’s o'd breastworks, between 
Ocean Pier and the lighthouse. 

Advantage of the Location. 

The location of the main battery at King 
City has a three-fold advantage over anv 
other location. By it the gunners can com- 
mand the entrance to St. Simon’s sound 
from the sea to the south and the Altama- 
ha river, Teading down from Darien in the 
north: also the entrance Into qtarantine 
limits from the mouth of Jekyll] creek. Tt 
also allows a better angle at pofft. blank 
range should a warship get past ‘the two 
batteries, and endeavor to proceed up to 
jrunswick. At the secondary battery a 
signal stafion will be established, and at 
night the lighthouse used. A _ telephone 
cable is now being run across to Jekyl : 
island. On Jekyll a signal man and operator 
will be established, and also an electrician. | 
The entrances to St. Sitmon’s sound and 
Jeky! creek will be mined, and any incom- 
ing vessel] will we subdfect to attack by sub- 
marine mines in every channel available 


Excursions were run to St. Simon’s today 
and crowds flocked to the fortifications. 
The guns are located on a slope, one above 
the other, allowing a steady fire from the 
entire battery on any range at the same 
time. Sixty-five regulars will be sent down 
to man the battery, and will be supplement- 
ed by details from the local naval militia. 

The Passaic Is Almost Ready. 

The monitor Passate will be located in 
St. Simon’s sound, and ninety-three Bruns- 
wick boys placed in charge. As the local 
enlistment is much greater, the excess will 
be placed on short attending batteries and 
working signals. At 8 o'clock this morning 
an alarm call brought the Brunswick re- 
serves in.a dead run to the armory, They 
were immediately assigned to duty on the 
Passaic and ordered to steam her down to 
Briesnick’s tron works for repairs. Charles 
H. Inch, ranking chief engineer of the 
navy, is here to s@e the Passaic’s machin- 
ery put in condition. In an exclusive au- 
thorized interview tonight he gaid: 

“My duties have been to place all old’ 
monitors 4nd war vessels In proper condi- 
tion for service. The Passaic is about the 
last, and I can truthfully say the Bruns- 
wick reserves have kept their vessel in 
cleaner and better condition every way 
than any of the volunteer militia. The 
Passaic now is as clean as any vesse! in 
commission. She needs repairs to her boil- 
ers, which will be made here. Her bottom 
needs scraping, and this will-be done here 
by means of divers. Within two weeks the 
Brunswick reserves will have their vessel 
ready tor s9ea.”’ 

Lieutenant Sherman, of 
department arrived tonight.

DEATH OF MR. ¢. P. N, BARKER 


He Expired Yesterday at His Residence 
in Florida Near Orlando. | 


WAS ILL FOR SEVERAL MONTHS 


He Was One of the Best Known Men in 
the State and Leaves a Host of 
Friends in the City. ~~ 


—o. es Barker, a well-known 
throughout the state and a member of the 
firm of Barker & Holleman with offices in 
the Gould building, died yesterday at his 
residence on the banks of Lake Lucerne, 
Florida. He had been ill for a number of 
months, and it was known several days 
ago that his condition was hopeless. He 
had been advised to Visit Florida by his 
physician in this city, but the change of 
climate Wid not seem to benefit him. 

His remains wil} probably reach the city 
this morning, accompanied by his family, 
which went to Florida tn order to be with 
him during his last moments. Arrange- 
ments for the funeral have not as yet been 
made, but will be announced later. 

The cause of his death was nephritic pul- 
morary oedema. When he was first seized 
with this fllness some months ago, Dr. J. 
S. Todd;-who has been the family physician 
of Mr. Barker for a number of years, was 
Summoned. He realized at once that he 
had a hard case to cope with, but did evy- 
erything in his power to save the life of the 
patient. 

Finally Mr. Barker went to Florida, 
where he had a residence on the banks of 
Lake Lucerne, near Orlando. Here he re- 
mained, growing worse all the time. Some 
days ago his condition erew so alarming 
that Drs. Person and Harris, two well- 
known practitioners of Orlando, were sum- 
moned. 

They decided to summon Dr. Todd, and 
that physician went down from this city 
last Friday. The three physicians held a 
consultation and announced that the case 
was hopeless. At that time the family of 
the dying man was telegrsphed for. 

They arrived in time to be with him dur- 
ing his last moments. He was one of the 
best-known business men of this city, and 
had resided here for a number of years. 


WALKER COUNTY DEMOCRATS. 


They Object to the Action of Seventh 
District Executive Committee. 


LaFayette, Ga., April 17.—(Special.)—The 
democratic executive committee of Walker 
county met here yesterday pursuant to 
the call .of the chairman. 

The committee had quite an interesting 
meeting, and everythine went off quietly, 
until the question of the action of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the seventh congres- 
sional district was reacned. 

The county committee’s views do not co- 
incide with the views of the district com- 
mittee, and they were not slow in passing 
resolutions dissenting from the views as 
appeared in the resolutions passed by the 
district committee at Rome on April 9th. 

The resolution asks the district commit- 

tee to meet and reconsider and rescind the 
resolutions passed at Rome, and pass such 
resolutions as will give each county the 
same voice that it has heretofore had in 
the nominating convention. 
1 Under the action of. the district commit- 
‘tee, the party receiving a plurality of all 
the votes cast in the distriet would be 
the nominee, and the resolution further 
provides that a primary shall be held on 
June 6th in each county. The county com- 
mittee, on the other hand, claimed that it 
had the right to fix the time for holding 
a primary, and also claimed that it had the 
right to say in what manner delegates 
should be chosen, whether by primary or 
mass meeting, and it insists that each 
county’s delegates should have the same 
voice in nominating as they have hereto- 
fore had. In other words, it is insisted 
that each county’s delegates should have 
the opportunity to vote for the county’s 
choice which they represent. 

The resolution further asks the county 
committees of each county in the district to 
use their efforts to have the action of the 
district committee rescinded. 

The committee ordered a mass meeting 
on June 6th to nominate delegates to the 
gubernatorial convention and also to the 
convention to nominate judges for the su- 
preme court. A primary was ordered for 
September 3d to nominate a representative 
and senator and to nominate county of- 
ficers. 


THREE YEARS OLD. 


The State Normal School Is Becoming 


Mature and Rugged. 

Athens, Ga, April 17.—(Special.)—The 
State Normal] school is three years old to- 
day. 

On the 17th day of April, 1895, the doors of 
the State Normal school were thrown open 
for the admittance of the teachers of the 
common schools of Georgia. 

On that day only twenty-three registered, 
and of that number but eight lived at the 
dormitory. But the end of that year found 
173 names on the roll of the Norma’ school. 

From the very outset this school has jad 
a phenomenal growth, and during thesgthree 
years of its existence 1,301 teachers have 
been the recipients of its benefits. Last 
year 560 were registered, and this year, in 
the sixth week of the session, the attend- 
ance has already reached 200. Expenses 
average only $7 per month. Almost every 
county in Georgia has been represented. 

President Bradwell looks for the attend- 
ance this year to go beyond 600, and if there 
were sufficient accommodations the number 
would reach 1,000.

Judge O’Kelly. Talks. 


In response to an inquiry, Judge O’Kelly 
thus told the story of his service: 

‘“‘My first commisston bears date of No- 
vember 15, 1862, executive department, Mil- 
ledgeville, Ga. That makes it thirty-five 
years last’ November. This election was 
held to fill out an unexpired term. I have 
been elected regularly at every election for 
justice of the peace, in Buck Branch, 220th 
district, G. M., Clarke county, since my 
first election. I have had an opponent at 
five different elections, but have been 
electe@d by a large majority, according to 
the number of votes, at each election. At 
my last election I had an opponent. © 
had been serving the people for a long 
time and was willing to continue, if they 
so desired, but relying on the sound discre- 
tion and good judgment of the people of 
our district, I felt willing to submit the 
matter to them to make a selection, be- 
lieving as I did, that the result of the 
election would be for the best. So I did 
not trouble myself in electioneering. When 
the votes were counted out I had a very 
large majority, which I highly appreciated. 

“During my time in office I have, accord- 
ing to my recollection, missed but one 
court, when I had business, and at that 
time my mother was sick and I went to 
see her, and am giad I did. I have rendered

Yesterday afternoon he talked at the 
tabernacle, and pr hed an evangelical 
sermon on the subject, ‘Why People Should 
Do More Charitable Work and Go Further 
Into the Slums of the Cities to Pull Out 
the Erring Sinner and Bring Him on High 
Spiritual Ground.” 

At night he announced that it was his 
last sermon here, and that he believed the 
work of the week would be the result of 
much good. He felt that his visit was a 
great success. 

Mr. J. F. Barclay said that he wanted 
all the good people of Atlanta to go to Mr. 
Crittenton’s car on Tuesday afternoon and 
bid the -vangelist a hearty farewell and 
godspeed. 

Mr. A. L. Holderby announced that the 
service last night was the last of the se- 
ries that will be held urfder the auspices 
of the Evangelical Ministers’ Association. 
Since January ist meetings have been con- 
ducted by the pastors of the city every 
Sunday afternoon, but no more would be 
held, as the weather was growing warm 
and other things interfering. 

The meeting at Bethel church tonight 
with the negroes will be largely attended 
by them. The object of the meeting will be 
to formulate some plan for the establish- 
ment of a Florence Crittenton home for 
unfortunate colored girls. ‘ 


PREACHED TWICE YESTERDAY. 


Dr. Shutter Interested Two Large Au- 
diences. 

Dr. Marion D. Shutter delivered two 
forceful sermons yesterday at the armory 
of the Gate City Guard. His audiences 
were large and manifested deep interest. 
His subject at the morning service was 
the “Rerigious Use of Reason.” This was 
an appeal, for the use of reason in relig- 
ion frem the words, ‘“‘Prove all things; 
hold fast that which is good.” 

After dcfining the term “reason,” and 
quoting incidents in which Jesus recom- 
mended men to use the same faculties in 
religious thought that they use elsewhere, 
the speaker proceeded to examine the ob- 
jecticn that reason was impaired in the 
fall; and the further objection that reve- 
lation and not reason must constitute the 
authority for belief. He said reason was 
as competent to decide in theology as in 
anything else; that we cannot even know 
that trere is such a thing as revelation 
without it. Proceeding to the positive side 
of the subject, the speaker said that rea- 
son must sift and weigh its evidence of 
religious truth. 

A doctrine to be reasonable must be con- 
sistent with itself, fsust be consistent with 
the thought of God in nature, and must 
be consistent with the primal instincts of 
the human heart. The speaker said that 
no one must be deterred from the use of 
reason by-.the cry of ‘‘mystery.’’ He said 
there is a @ifference between that which 
transcends the human intellect and that 
which contradicts and outrages it. 

At the evening service Dr. Shutter spoke 
on “‘The Right Use of the Bible.”” He said 
that we should not come to it to learn sci- 
ence, or history, or theology; that it is 
intended to furnish the man of God ‘“‘com- 
plete unto all good works.”’ 

“The very test and measure of its in- 
spiration,” sai@ Dr. Shutter, “is its power 
to arouse the higher nature that is in us, 
to awaken nobler thoughts; to set firm, in 
its resolves for good, the human will. In 
finding these elements of helpfuiness, we 
must use the same cOmmon sense and good 
judgment that we apply to any otlier book. 
Is there no difference between the state- 
ment that God ordered a cruel massacre 
and that God is love? The one must be a 
human notion about Him; the other is 
just as sure the breaking of a light that 
never before shone on land or sea upon the 
beclouded human vision. 

“If we take the principle of the text we 
shall readily find those elements in the 
Bible that fulfill those conditions. The 
things that are profitable that helps us are 
such as these: Its highest thought of 
God, His fatherhooqy It helps us because 
it is a record of the noblest experiences of 
others. 

“It is the. literature of man’s spiritual 
history. Still further, it Js the book of 
practical righteousness. And last, it is the 
book of hope. When the soul asks for 
the fade.ess and eternal, the response comes 
from these pages, ‘Though the earthly 
house of this tabernacle were | dissolved, 
we have a building of Gods a house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heav- 
ens.’ ”’ 

Dr. Shutter will continue his series of 
discourses this week at the armory at 8 
o'clock each evening. All are invited to 
attend.

It was 
that only one boy in 500 in Georgia got to 
go to college. Young Scoville began to 
wonder why, out of such a large number 
he should be among those selected, He 
was converted and called to preach at a 
religious service in October, 1895. Later he 
had to quit college, as his eyes troubled 
him. He preached ‘his first sermon in Au- 
gust, 1896. at Wintersville, Ga., near Ath- 
ene. He was thea but seventeen years of 
age. The first revival he conducted was at 
Hebron church, in Crawford county. By 
this time the young minister was beginning 
to attract attention in the South Georgia 
conference. Last November Rev. Scovi'le 
came to conduct a series Of revival ser- 
vices at the Rose Hill Methodist church 
in this city. It turned out to be one of the 
most profitable meetings in the history of 
the Rose Hill church. 

The large crowds that attended, largely 
through a sense of curiositv at first, had 
their curiosity changed to religous convic- 
tion, and when the meeting had closed the 
revived religious siprit manifested in the 
church showed that @ great awakening had 
been accomplished, An Epworth League 
was organized among the young people, 
and it was very appropriate that it should 
be named the Virgil P. Scoville League. 
About two weeks ago the ‘“‘bov preacher’ 
returned here and led a successful-religious 
meeting at East Highlands church.

Last December the “boy preacher’ was 
given an appointinent in. the South Geor- 
gia conference, The bishop appointed him 
junior preacher of the Jeffersonville cirmuit, 
under Rev. John Outler, at the instance of 
Rev. F. A. Branch. The next youngest 
member of the conference is said to be 
Rev. Thomas H. Thompson, who is twenty 
years of age, and who is pastor at Ten- 
nille. Last year he had charge of Grace 
church in Macon.

HE WANTED TO KILL PEARSON 


Exciting Scenes in Newnan Last Night 1 
Before Maddox Was Arrested by 
the Town Marshal. 


An exciting scene was enacted on the 
etreets of Newnan last night shortly be- 
fore 9:30 o'clock and but for the quickness 
with which the marshal acted it is proba- 
ble that serious trouble would have follow- 
ed.

It is said he mistook North for Pearson, 
and it was only by the latter crying aloud 
for him not to shoot the mistake waé 
discovered. 

Mattox apologized to North, saying that 
he was looking for Pearson and that the 
attack on North was a mistake. Mar- 
shal Lane, who was present at the time 
Mattox and North met, hurried at once 
to where he knew Pearson would be found 
and warned him that Mattox was looking 
for him with a shotgun and pistol. 

Marshal Lane then went back to Mattox 
and placed him under arrest. Pearson, in 
the meantime, caught the train for Atlanta 
and was well on his way here before Mat- 
tox was released. Mattox was taken be- 
fore Justice of the Peace J. T. Swift, and 
there ‘Marsifal Lane swore out two war- 
rants, one charging aseault with intent 
to murder and the other charging Mattox

Yesterday \morning Dr. Broughton 
preached a mild and appealing sermon, 
a plea for the unity of the brotherhood 
of mankind. After his morning sermon 
he announced that he would begin lost 
night a series of sermons. He eaid that 
the series would be called: 

“Pegs for Pointers to Atlanta People.” 

Then he said he would preach his first 
sermon on “Christian Citizenship, or the 
Sacredness of My Vote.” 

The second sermon of the series would be 
designated, ‘‘Midnight Exposition of Vice 
in Atlatta from a Personal Experience.” 

This indicated that the series of sermons 


was to be a sensation and that he would 


talk about Atlanta’s dark side; and then 
when it became known that the doctor 
had visited personally all the dens and 
places of iniquity in the city the magni- 
tude of the sensation dawned upon his 
hearers. 

Roasts the Politicians. 

Dr. Broughto®s discourse last night 
was a powerful arraignment of the latter 
day politiclan. He handled the politician 
with gloves off and he said that the time 
had come for such a state of affairs to 
be so no longer in a Christian country and 
among a God-fearing people. 

It was this purpose to show that politi- 
clans who had been elected to office had 
been recreant to their duties. He was 
dealing with city politics and city office 
holders. The men who had been elected, 
said he, had sought the offices for either 
personal aggrandizgement or to satisfy a 
personal ambition. They had not looked 
after the morais of the great city and 
were therefore not true to their trust. 

The speaker gave a number of-_incidentsé 
to illustrate the point he was making “hat 
the city politicians were not taking care 
of the city as they should. _ 

The time had come, he said, for Christian 
citizenship to manifest itself and to take 
from the politician the government of 
the people. The men for the Christ‘an 
people to vote for were those pledged to 
abolish vice and crime of every gort. 

Getting Ready for Elections. 

After the services tast evening Dr. 
Broughton stated to a representative of 
The Constitution that his sermon last 
night was only a etarter. 

“IT am preaching this series of sermons,”’ 
he said, “in order to get the people think- 
ing right before the elections in the city 
take place this year. I hold that Christian 
citizenship is next to Christian fd@lowship 
in the church, for how can we protect 
the morals of the people and stop crime 
and vice without the right kind of men 
at the head of government? Politicians 
eare nothing for the city morally, and we 
must get rid of the politician.” 

About his “Midnight Exposition of 
Crime,”” which he will tell about next Sun- 
day, Dr. Broughton said: 

“*T will tell something which wil! muke 
even the politician ashamed of himself, 
and it will open the eyes of the God-féar- 
ing people of this city. I have personally 
visited the dens in Atlanta and when I 
make the exposition I will do it from a 
personal knowledge of what is going on 

after dark. { tell you it is enough 
Mid . | 
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to mak man’s pair stand on end to 
think of the horrible debaucheries which 
are being commifted in this city every 
hight, and not a hand among alli the Chris- 
tian people raised to put .a stop to it. 
I have seen it. Next Sunday night I will 
deal in no generalities, but will relate 
facts. I will tell what I have seen and 
heard.”’ 
He Visited the Dives. 

For one month past the pastor of the 
Third Baptist hase been going about tle 
city at night incognito, and from wrirat 
he says he has visited the low and disrep- 
utable places where sin and debauchery 
vaunts itself when good people are dream- 
ing pleasant dreams. Who went with him 
he does not say, but it is believed that he 
was accompanied by those who will bear 
witness to what he says if there should 
come any contradiction. He went, he sys, 
to some of the vilest of the vile dens with 
which large cities are always more or iess 
Adnfested. 

The Morning Sermon. 


Dr. Broughton addressed a large congre- 
gation yesterday morning. His discourse 
was in advocation of a broader plan for 
the Christian religion. It was a plea for 
the annihilation of the narrowness that 
too often characterizes Christian sects, and 
at the same time it heid up a beautiful ob- 
ject lesson from one of the most impres- 
sive portions of the scriptures. 

The doctor selected as his text a portion 
of the 47th verse of the 7th chapter of the 
gospel, according to St. Luke: “For She 
Loveth Much.’ These words occur in 
Christ’s narrative of the woman who went 
the pharisee’s house and anointed 
the Savior’s feet with precious ointments. 
She was rebuked by the haughty and 
proud Pharisee because she was of hum- 
ble class and among those called “sinners” 
by the aristocrats of the church in those 
days. It was when Christ was rebuking 
the Pharisee that He exclaimed: ‘“‘Where- 
fore I say unto thee, her sins, which are 
many, are forgiven; for she loveth much.” 

Dr. Broughton gave a history of the 
Pharisee sect and alluded to their super- 
cillous pride. He compared the sect of 
Pharisees of the olden time with the ‘“‘so- 
cla! pharisees’’ of today, people who 
thought themselves better than others and 
who looked upon less favored neighbors 
with scorn. \ 

He told of an occurrence which took 
place in one of his churches in South Car- 
olina a few years ago. A poorly clad wo- 
man of very humble lineage came into the 
church and sat in a pew belongin® to a 
family of much prominence socially. When 
the ladies entered the church and saw the 
poor woman sitting tn their pew they 
showed plainly by their actions that they 
were displeased at the intrusion. Finally 
they left the church. 

‘And when they left that poor 
man,”’ explained @r. Broughton, 
also left their God behind them."’ 
Then speaking upon a broader plane, Dr. 
Broughton sai@ that there were some peo- 
ple who thought that those who did not 
think and believe as they did were in dark- 
ness. A preacher once asked all those who 
were Christians in the church to rise, and 
all but one man stood up. He was asked 
if he was not a Christian, and-he replied: 
“No, I am a member of such and such a 
church,”’ naming the one to which he be- 
longed. This might seem amusing, but it 
was a serious matter, for there were, alas, 
many members of many churches who 
clung closer to their sect than to the 
cross of Christ. The religion of Jesus 
Christ was too grand and glorious in its 
conception to be confined to any sect. Bap- 
tists, Presbyterians, Methodists, Episcopal- 
lans and all other religious sects ha@ not 
the right to attack those who did not be- 
lieve as they did. All were Christians 
and all were seeking that one great object, 
the salvation of immortal souls. 

The time had come for the social Pharisee 
to be rebuked, an@ the true estimate to 
place upon Christian @naracter was wheth- 
er or not it can be said of the Master's 
servants: ‘“‘They loveth much.”

The preliminary preparations have been 
made, and when the time arrives for the 
debate the participants will be ready for 
the contest. Already much rivalry has 
sprung up between the two educational in- 
stitutions, and the competition will be at 
fever heat in May. 

The debate will be held in the Grand op- 
era house on the night of one of the days 
when the intercollegiate track meet will 
pe here. This will bring together a large 
gumber of college men, and it is said that 
there will be more than have ever been in 
Atlanta before. It is estimated that 1,000 
students will be here to attend the track 
events held during the day, and many more 
will be attracted by the debate to be held 
gt night. 

The two colleges have met before in ora- 
torical contests, but the present one prom- 
jses to be the most interesting that has yet 
been held by the institutions. Last year 
the state oratorical contest brought these 
two colleges together, and Mercer won over 
all. 

The University of Georgia intends this 
year to win back the honors lost, and gain 
a greater success than was before won by 
Mercer. The debaters are well-known stu- 
dents, and have high reputations as speak- 
ers and students. They are eloquent talk- 
ers, and the contest will be a spirited one. 
The question will be announced later. 

The following rules have been adopted 
and agreed to by the debaters.

No person shall be selected as a 
judge who is a graduate of either of the 
competing institutions, or who has ever 
been connected, directly or indirectly, in 
any capacity whatsoever with either of the

He said the 
ola ideas of conducting labor organizations 
are dying out and that etrikes are looked 
upon as unwise and ruinous to the men.

The church itself, 
one of the prettiest in the city, is located 
in a most delightful neighborhood, and its 
congregation is among the most cultured 
of Atlanta’s church-going people. 

The services yesterday were impressive 
and beautiful. The sermon by’ Bishop Gal- 
loway Was an eloquent appeal, and the 
sweet thought and eloquent flow of lan- 
guage swept the congregation with a re- 
ligious emotion seldom seen. 

Dr. W. B. Stradley, presiding elder of 
the north Atlanta Atlanta district, deliver- 
ed the dedicatory prayer, and impressed 
the audience with the solemnity of the oc- 
casion. Dr. H. J. Ellis, a former pastor, 
read from the scriptures an appropriate 
chapter. The dedication of the new church 
turns another leaf in the history of the 
congregation of the old Edgewood Metho- 
dist church, whieh was one of the first 
around the city. 

lor a number of years its congregation 
worshiped at the littl wooden building 
near the center of Edgewood, on the Geor- 
gia railroad, and so attached were the 
Older members of the congregation to this 
edifice and the memories which cluster 
around it that much persuasion ‘was re- 
quired to nmidke them believe that it would 
be a beneficial change to erect a new 
church. 

Many of the windows in the church were 
placed there by families whose ancestors 
and loved ones had spent much of their re- 
ligious life in the old church. The sons 
of Rev. H. H. Parks have placed a memo- 
rial window in the church; one has been 
placed there by the grandsons of Martha 
Beall Candler, Mr. Jefferson Herrick, the 
children of Mrs. Leila Gartrell and Mrs.

THE BUILDING GIVEN TO GOD. 


St. John Methodist Church Was Yes- 
terday Dedicated to the Service of 
God by Bishop Galloway. 


The dedication services held yesterday in 
St. John’s church, corner of Georgia ave- 
nue and Pryor street, were impressive and 
beautiful. 

Bishop C. B. Galloway, of Jackson, Miss., 
conducted the service and preached the 
sermon of the morning to a large and in- 
tellectual congregation. 

Bishop Galloway preached from the text 
“Ye are the temple of the living God,” taken 
from II. Corinthians vi. 16. His sermon was 
strong and showed deep thought and study, 
and was both interesting and tmstructive 
from. beginning to end. He mentioned his 
travels in the east and illustrated his talk 
with sights he had witnessed in India and 
Eieypt. He spoke of the magnificent 
churches in Cologne, and St. Peters at 
Rome as “temples of the living God.” He 
compared the sweet comfort of a peaceful 
grave to the barbarous custom of eastern 
nations of burning the bodies of the de- 
ceased and casting their ashes upon the 
streams, of the generations that have lived 
and died and have in this way left no sign 
either of their advent or their departure; 
he told of the horror with which the Turks 
look upon the idea of an infidel placing his 
foot in one of their sacred mosques, ‘‘whicb 
are,”’ he said, ‘‘temples of the living Go@.”’ 
He described the mummy of Ramesses II, 
‘‘Persecutor of Israel,’’ which he had view- 
ed in the east. 

At the conclusion of the sermon were 
held the impressive dedication ceremony 
of the Methodist church. Whik not so 
elaborate as others, these services are 
beautiful in their simplicity. The officers 
of the church, Messrs. Wooten, Davis 
Smith, Sims, Lewis, Atwater, Burns, Da- 
vies, Catchings, Stallings, Quillian, Broyles, 
Pendleton, West and Preston, were called 
forward and standing in front of the chan- 
cel they formally presented the church, 
through Captain Joyner, as spokesman, in 
the following sentence: ‘‘We present you 
tris house, to be set apart from all unhal- 
lowed and common uses; for the worship of 
Almighty God.”’ After an intervening ser- 
vice, Bishop -Galloway prononunced the 
sentence which dedicates the church: “‘For- 
asmuch as God has put it into the hearts 
of his people to build this house for His 
worship, and has blessed them in the un- 
dertaking, we solemnly Gedicate it to his 
service for the reading and expounding of 
His holy word, the administration of His 
ordinances and for all other acts of relli- 
gious worship; that He may graciously 
accept this labor of our hands, het us de- 
voutly pray.” 

After Rev. H. C. Ediis, pastor of the 
church, had opened the doors for member- 
ship, the benediction was pronounced by 
Bishop Galloway. The occasion was not 
formal. 

St. John’s Methodist church is the result 
of the union of two congregations—the Ira 
street mission and the Capitol avenue mis- 
sion. The church itself is not of recent 
erection, the shell which was built several 
years ago having been moved to its pres-
